■ Font ur\i>ioa> ykahs ago next Sep¬ 
tember, St. Augustine, the oldest city in 
America, was founded on the east coast 
of Florida by Spanish explorers.

St. Augus¬ 
tine. with its furiv-ftvc miles of wide, 
sandy beaches and its fascinating store 
of Spanish antiquity, has long been a 
vacation playground and a mecca for 
history-conscious tourists. 

Since the founding of the city, white 


one of the first Southern cities to em¬ 
ploy Negroes on its police force. This 
was done thirty years ago, and the in¬ 
tegrated St. Augustine Police Depart¬ 
ment has been used as a model for 
other Southern cities. It might also be 
noted that the St. Johns County Sher¬ 
iffs Department—the county force also 
responsible for the city of St. Augus¬ 
tine—has been integrated now for many 
years. 

There tire no segregation ordinances 
on the city's books, and, as a result, no 
public facilities arc segregated.

Mr. Hayling’s followers then began 
to engage in sit-in and lie-in demon¬ 
strations on private property, in open 
violation of local and state laws—the 
sort of simple trespass laws which have 
been a part of most state and local codes 
for centuries. The local police were thus 
forced to arrest and remove the law¬ 
breakers. Not a single Negro was in¬ 
jured. The failure of these demonstra¬ 
tions to produce violence now seemed j 
to provoke the need for more drastic j 


tclion by Dr. llayling. An UPl dis¬ 
patch of June Pi, VH>1 cpuoies Haylmg 
as threatening criminal violence:

On November 15, Pxd, Hayling was 
severely reprimanded by Judge William 
McRae in the Federal Court at Jack¬ 
sonville, Florida, where he sought an 
inhmriion aivtinsr the citv. In denying 
I the injunction, the Federal Judge told 
j 1 layling: 

The court is of the opinion that 
the plaintiff did not come into court 
uith clean bands. Their leadership 
and particularly Robert B. Hayling 
hare displayed a lack of restraint, 
common sense and good judgment,

Problems 
which might well have been solved 
i by intelligent action have been han¬ 
dled with deliberate provocation and 
apparent intent to incite disorder and 
c on fusion. [ E >n phasis on rs . ] 

At this point, the local NAACP was 
forced to disavow Hayling. 

The little city now settled down to 
prepare itscit for the anticipated flow 
of tourists upon whom they depend for 
a living. In the meantime, Hayling, 
after being dropped by the NAACP, 
became the local leader of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference 
(kSCLC), the front organization of the 
notorious Martin Luther King. As such, 
he invited (March 11, 1964 j the Massa¬ 
chusetts Chapter of the SCLC to send 
agitators to St. Augustine during the 
college spring vacation. 

Just before the spring vacation began, 
a shocked local boy, attending school in 
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Guinea ion, warned St. Augustine’s 
M ayor Shelly of the planned invasion. 

I 1c also sent the Mayor copies of leaf¬ 
lets that had been distributed to stu¬ 
dents and clergymen throughout the 
New Kngiand area by the Student 
[ Christian Movement and the SGLC; 
j the leaflets called for demonstrations in 
St. Augustine on March twenty-first to 
twenty-eight and/or March twenty- 
ninth to April fourth. Trouble was on 
its way. 

II 

Dr. IDrugr* iv t S. Norris, a prom¬ 
inent surgeon and a highly respected 
citizen of Si. Augustine gives this eye¬ 
witness account of the invasion that 
followed; 

“St. Augustine has been targeted for 
demonstrations since last summer. 
There were sjxmidic attempts to inte¬ 
grate restaurants and motels. This was 
done in some of the chain firms such 
as at the Holiday Inn, Howard John¬ 
son’s, and Wool worth's. By Faster, a 
special task force invaded St. Augus¬ 
tine, highlighted by the activities of the 
Peabodys of Massachusetts. The last 
week of May saw the real invasion 
I under the command or Martin Luther 
| King and his lieutenants. In spite of 
1 King’s efforts, at no tunc, 1 repeat, at 
J no r/we-did the peace of St. Augustine 
become threatened. At no time did the 
local police and Sheriff lose control. 
Law and order were maintained corti- 
I plctcly. The citv further strengthened 
j the hand of its law-enforcement officers 
| by declaring a ban on demonstrations 
after eight-thirty at night. It was at this 
j point that the Federal Judiciary, in the 
j form of the Federal Court in Jackson- 
i ville | under Judg r e Simpson j, turned 
the demonstrators loose by interdicting 
the right of the city to impose and en¬ 
force the ban—an unbelievable prcce- 
i dent. Concurrently with this, the Cov¬ 
er nor of tlie State of Florida intervened 
j directly in the internal administration 


of law enforcement in our community. 

“Now it is imj>ortani to understand 
that prior to this the Governor had co- 
operated with the City of St. Augustine 
by sending in as an auxiliary force a 
small number of state troopers. Because 
of the invasion of outsiders of unknown 
accountability, the citizens of our com¬ 
munity, the city officials, the Chief of 
Police, and Sheriff, appreciated the re¬ 
lief and aid which those troopers pro¬ 
vided and were very glad to see them 
here. But, on June fifteenth, a change

occurred. The Governor suddenly in¬ 
voked a special emergency police power 
that had been voted try a special session 
of the Florida Legislature in 1956. He 
announced to the Press that he was 
taking personal command of law en¬ 
forcement in ‘strife-torn’ St. Augustine. 
Tliis was strange because there was no 
strife in St. Augustine. 

“As a member of the staff of Flagler 
1 lospital, 1 can vouch that we had very 
lew injuries resulting from the dem¬ 
onstrations brought to the hospital, and 
the injured that were brought were of a 
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minor consequence usually treatable 
with a B.md-Aic!. The action of the 
Governor was simply not justified by 
the actual situation in St. Augustine” 
This unusual and curious act by Gov- j 
ernor barns Brvani rendered tire pow¬ 
ers of the local Sheriff and Chief r,i 
i’ohcc impotent. They were left to 
handle petty larceny and the usual mis¬ 
demeanors that plague anv community 
hot they were now powerless to pre¬ 
vent an outbreak of violence which 
might result from the presence or ac¬ 
tivity of “Reverend" King's racist agita¬ 
tors. St. Augustine was firmlv in the ' 
hands of the Governor's special police i 
h'rce. and the arbitrary actions of that j 
force were shocking. We again quote 
Dr. Norris: 

h mm being a friendly force, the 
state troopers were transformed almost 
overnight into a hostile army. There 
were incidents of citizens being stopped 
m the course of their normal move¬ 
ment and searched, the most pedestrian 
articles were often seized, and all this 
was done without warrant or reason. 


One of the first individuals treated in 
this fashion was a prominent physician, 
Dr. Raymond S. Gafaro. He’d been on 
a house call and was returning down 
one of our main streets when he was 
stopped by a trooper and told that the 
area was blocked and he had to go an¬ 
other direction. I he doctor demurred 
anti agreed to turn around and retrace j 
his steps. As he started off, the state 
trooper commanded him to halt, and, 
when he rolled to a stop, he was or¬ 
dered to identify himself. leven though 
Dr. (^afaro did this properly, he was 
forced to get out of his automobile, 
place his hands on the roof top of the 
ear, spread his legs and he lgnominious- 
iy searched in front of local citizens, 
many of whom knew and respected 
him and who vigorously protested to 
the state trooper. They were told to 
shut up, or they would be put in jail. 
The state trooper then forced the doc¬ 
tor against a stone wall, leaving the car 
in the middle of the road, and called a 
patrol wagon to take him to jail. For¬ 
tunately a local policeman happened to 
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j .imvi (in the spot and secured the doc¬ 
tor's release. 

Another incident occurred to the 
wjie oj one of our other physicians. She 
I was kindly delivering some medicine 
to .) friend. It was ahou; eleven o'clock 
.U nit;ht when she was stopped very 
much m the same iashion. Because she 
did not hail fast enough for the officer, 
she was hauled out of the automobile 
and earned off to jail. 1 ler husband had 
to gei out of bed and go to the jail to 
secure her release. l ie isms compelled 
to post a twenty-live dollar bond. This 
is in contrast to the treatment accorded 
Nl.ntin Luther King, who was prosed 
to have employed, in his agitation, 
parolees oi a minor age from a deten¬ 
tion school. He was charged with the 
crime of “contributing to the clclin- 
tjueney of a minor,” hut Kin g was 
treated differently; he was released 
without bail on lus own cognizance. 

Another incident occurred in which 
a man appeared at the Sheriff's office 
with a receipt to reclaim his son’s toy 
popgun, one of those cork air-guns that 
children use. I 1c presented himself to 
the Sheriff and asked where he had to 
go to recover this deadly (sic!j weapon 
which the Governor's ollicers It.id seized 
from his ear the night before. 

A very revealing incident was the 
arrest by a state trooper of a local po¬ 
liceman of fifteen-years honorable ser¬ 
vice. He was in civilian clothes at the 
time, bin tdcntiiied himself to the 
trooper. Our police officer was charged 
wnh carrying a Concealed weapon 
which, in actuality, was a fifteen-inch 
piece o[ waterpipc. He was carrying the 
pipe, as evidence, openly in lus hand to 
the police station to he checked for fin¬ 
gerprints. On arrival at the county jail, 
a Deputy Sheriff again identified this ! 
man as a local police otficer. Nonethe- ' 
less, the state trooper still preferred 
charges and our officer was jailed. Ob¬ 
viously. the Judge threw this case out 
of court. 
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Mrs. Peobody and dentist Hayling. 

As these incidents were multiplied 
m.,ny times over, local citizens were 
horrified to realize that the state troop- 
cis who at first had been allies and 
Irlends were now then jailers, and had. 
in effect, isolated and exposed their in¬ 
tegrated, model community to the night¬ 
mare of what can only he called a police 
.cate. Citizens cjuicklv realized that 
there was no difference between what 
was, happening under the state troopers 
and what would have happened if an 
occupying federal army had been sent 
in. The treatment, in no way, could 1 
have been worse. 

“The commandant of the state troop¬ 
ers, meeting with doctors in our com¬ 
munity in an endeavor to set up a pre¬ 
cautionary hirst Aid Station, made the 
comment that lus orders were to protect 
the Negroes in whatever demonstra¬ 
tion* they wight wish to mal{c. It was 
obvious that this was exactly what the 
state troopers were doing; protecting 
imported agitators—under our Gover¬ 
nors orders—as they set about violating 
the peace and private property of our 
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citizens. Tlit* stale troopers stood by 
while the demonstrators invaded the 
private swimming pool of a motor 
court. They even led midnight march¬ 
ers through resnientiJ sections, turning 
flashlights upon the first and second- 
story windows of houses where families 
were sleeping. They permuted the dem¬ 
onstrators to bellow songs ami shout, 
and allowed them, as well as news pho¬ 
tographers, to trample private lawns, 
destroying shrubbery and flowers. The 
special state troopers ceased to he re¬ 
garded as friends and some restaurants 
even refused to serve them. During 
tins time, our Chief of Police and 
Sheriff were forced to withhold their 
forces. The commandant of the state 
troops made no attempt to coordinate 
and cooperate with them in any way, 
and the city officials and the city law- 
enforcement agencies were completely 
by-passed." 

From many eyewitnesses come state¬ 
ments praising the Sheriff and the Chief 
of Police who on one occasion were 
even forced to brush aside the contused

state troopers in order to avert certain 
violence; they turned demonstrators 
from a planned line of march which 
would have taken them right into a 
meeting of angry while citizens gath¬ 
ered in the Plaza. At least seven eye¬ 
witnesses to whom we spoke felt that ; 
the special state police force was saved 
from a serious si I nation only hy the 
quick and intelligent action of the lo¬ 
cal enforcement officers who knew and 
understood the local situation. 

Remember that, in creating this special 
state police force. Governor Bryant con¬ 
ferred upon it the power to make ar¬ 
rests for violation of any regulation that 
he ought promulgate. This, in efieci, j 
turned St. Augustine into a police J 
state under martial law. During the pe- 1 
riotl, it was primarily white local citi¬ 
zens who were seized and searched for j 
so-called deadly weapons hy the Gov- \ 
ernor’s special police force. There was 
an obvious effort made to avoid search¬ 
ing Negroes and agitators. The few 
limes that the Sheriff was able to have 
even a few of the demonstrators 
searched, law officers collected numer¬ 
ous pistols, knives, and ice picks. When 
the Sheriff tried a general search of 
demonstrators before a mass march, 
the special police force refused to allow 
it. 

Ill 

Now that thv; race agitators have 
departed, law-abiding citizens of this 
ancient city have paused to reflect; 
many questions come to their minds. 

One has to do with Hayling, the den¬ 
tist. His dental practice is almost non¬ 
existent, His dental office is now a near 
headquarters for outside agitators, and 
he is still authorizing hills in the name 
of the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference.

last March 11, 1%.?. If reporting the 
truth is still considered a proper jour¬ 
nalistic function, then, they ask, why 
didn’t tlie Press check the inflamma¬ 
tory and false statements contained in 
the releases of King's fronts before mov¬ 
ing an army of cameramen and rc- j 
porters into their city r Whv were cam¬ 
eramen and reporters always stationed.

presence was even used as an indicator

Another puzzle to them is the com¬ 
plete reversal of position taken by cer¬ 
tain public officials.

to the courthouse, where they were stopped by Chief of Police 
T. 0, Harris, Approximately ten State Troopers and Sheriff 
with three Deputies assisted in patrolling the Line while 
Chief Harris went down the line taking the names, addresses, 
dates of birth, and names of the parents or guardians of 
school children in the line, At 11:47 a.m,, 24 other Negroes 
joined the group, and the same procedure followed. All one 
Negroes remained in line until i. 2:.30 p,rn., when they returned 
to the church.. At L2:46 p,m„, approximate ly 100 of the Negroes 
left the church and returned to the same position, where they 
remained for five minutes, thereafter returning to the church. 
Chief Karri .3 advised that the Negroes have bc.en boycotting

Late during the same date, the source advised that 
Clarence Jones prepared a press release for Martin Luther King 
on events in Selma, Alabama, and then conferred with Harry 
Wachtel, seeking his comments on the release.

"Recent events in Selma, Alabama, have disclosed 
the persisting barriers to enfranchisement of Negroes in the 
South. If the rate of registration manipulated in Selma were 
to prevail, it would take several decades to register eligible 
Negroes. The mandate of the American People and the intention 
of Congress are subverted by these conditions. There is a 
clear and urgent need for new and approved Federal legislation 
and Executive action to eliminate these undemocratic barriers. 

To pursue this objective, conferences In V/ashlngton are being 
planned. The pressure of international affairs have made 
impractical a Monday conference with the White House, 

However, on Tuesday, I will be meeting with Vice President 
Humphrey in his capacity as Chairman of the newly formed Council 
for Equal Opportunity, and the Attorney General, Nicholas De 
Katzenbach.

The May 4, 1942, issue of 'Labor Action,” then 
an official publication of the Workers Party (WP), carried 
an article which reflected that the WP was formed in 
April, 1940, as a result of a split within the leadership 
of the Socialist Workers Party (SWP). The article stated 
that when the Hitler-Stalin Pact was signed and Poland 
invaded, the minority group within the SWP, in proclaiming 
the formation of the WP, condemned the pact as being 
imperialistic in nature and stated it would not support 
either imperialist camp. u 

The April 25, 1949, issue of ‘’Labor Action” 
contained an account of the Fifth National Convention of 
the WP, held March 24-27, 1949, in New York City, which 
reflected the change of name of the organization from the 
WP to the Independent Socialist League (ISL) In order to 
. emphasize the character of the group as a propaganda group 
for the spreading of socialist ideas and not as a full- 
fledged political party. u 

The July 14, 1953, Issue of ‘Labor Action,” an 
official publication of the ISL, contained an article 
captioned, "The ISL Program in Brief.” The article indicated: 
’’The ISL stands for socialist democracy and against the two 
systems of exploitation which now divide the world: 
capitalism and Stalinism. The ISL, as a Marxist movement, 
looks to the working class and Its ever-present struggle 
as the basic progressive force In society. The ISL is 
organized to spread the ideas of socialism in the labor 
movement and among all other sections of the people. There 
can be no lasting and genuine democracy without socialism 
and there can be no socialism without democracy. "U 

The September 22* 1953, issue of "Labor Action” 
contained an undated statement signed by the Political 
Committee of the ISL which indicated that the ISL had been 
dissolved.
